standing and cooperation, as the 
President said?" Gillette, a mem- 
ber of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, said in an inter- 


A drastic cutback in multi-billion 


dollar outlays for military build- 
ups here and abroad Is the "only 
possible way to carry out cam- 
paign pledges of tax reductions 
and a balanced budget," Gillette 
added. 


The Iowa senator referred to 


Eisenhower's Informal speech here 
Thursday to a Catholic University 
convocation at which he received 
an honorary doctor of lawa degree. 


The President said there was no 


peace In military strength alone 
and urged unity "among those who 
think as we do" to convince others 
that: 


"Those who seek peace in terms 


of military strength alone, I am 
certain, are doomed to end up in 
the agony of the battlefield."

bon, Mo., about 24 hours after the daylight, armed robbery was com- 
mitted. 


All three of the men, arrested in 


Centralia Friday,'were brought to 
the St. Louis city jail. They are 
held under $90,000 bond on federal 
warrants charging bank robbery. 


Recover Money

Dickenson had seen his 


mother in more than three years 
and for a breathless moment a 
score of reporters and photograph- 
ers stood mutely by. 


Then Pandemonium 


Then pandemonium broke loose. 


Photo bulbs snapped and questions 
came from everywhere. In the 
midst of all this, the Dickensons— 
mother, father, son and sister — 
kept on embracing and weeping. 


"I thought he was dead," cried 


Mrs. Dickenson. "But the Lord has 
given me back my son," 


Ed's father, 73 - year • old Van 


Burean Dickenson. kissed the 23 - 
year-old soldier on the cheek. 


"God bless you," said the elderly 


farmer from Cracker's Neck, Va. 


The family had about 10 minutes 


together at Andrews ' Air Force 
Base. Then Ed was placed in a bus 
and sent off to the Army's Walter 
Reed Medical Center for a physi- 
cal checkup—"just like any other 
POW," said an Army officer.

Non-Stop Flight 
Marred Only by, 
Three-Hour Delay 


LOS ANGELES UP)— 


American Air Lines flew the 
world's fastest piston engine 
air liner, the Douglas DC7, 
both ways across the conti- 
nent Friday. 


One of the new turbo-compound' 


engine-powered'-air liners flew non- 
stop 2,500 miles from Lov Angeles 
to New York in • hours and 40 
minutes. 


The other, scheduled to make 


the New York-Los Angeles hop 
non-ilop In seven hour* and 65 
minutes, developed pressurizatlon 
trouble and landed at Denver for 
repairs. After a three hour delay, 
it flew the 950 mile* to Los Angeles 
in slightly more than 2ft hours. 


American carried about 50 news 


writers on each flight in what was 
designed «.» a preview of the na- 
tion's first regular dally non-stop 
service coast-to-coast in each di- 
rection, starting Nov. 20. 


American said the DC7 Is the 


only aircraft In service that can 
operate non • stop coast-to-coast 
srfledule* under eight hours In 
either direction. Several air regu- 
lations limit domestic schedules to 
no more than eight hours. 


The DC7 IN powered by Wright 


turbo-compound-engincs, in which 
the power output of the conven- 
tional piston engine Is increased 
1-6 without nn increase In fuel con- 
sumption through the use of ex- 
haust gases to drive turbine gear- 
ed to the propeller shaft. 


The DC7 has a cruising speed ot

The design of heat- 
Ing units likewise has been modern- 
ized so that the units blend decor- 
atively and effectively with modern 
interiora in contrast to_the bulky, 
space-consuming units which were 
a problem in older buildings. 


The newer'units are convectors

In convectors, 
the heating "heart" of the unit is 
completely concealed, leaving only 
a smooth surface exposed to the 
room, plus a decorative grille from 
which the heat issues. The surface 
of the unit usually is painted the 
same color as the wall treatment 
of the individual rooms. 


From the control angle, the wel- 


come feature is a damper on each 
unit which permits exact .control 
of the flow of heat. The damper 
can be adjusted at the touch of a 
finger to a variety of stages, from 
fully open to fully closed. 


Two ultra-modern buildings in 


which this new heating advance- 
ment is incorporated are the new 
Montclair Apartments in St. Louis 
and the Shaker Towers in Cleve- 
land.

Remodeling or 
o 
Building Home? 
Learn Heatingo 


If you are building a new home 


or remodeling an old one, don't de- 
pend entirely upon someone else to 
determine the comfort factor—the 
•election of your heating system. 


It isn't meant that you should be 


come an expert on heating systems 
and try to displace the contractor. 
But it's wise to know what you 
want, and what yo,u are shopping 
tor in something as important as 
your everyday comfort at home. 


You should know, for instance 


that there are "wet" and "dry" 
heating systems. Wet heat utilizes 
hot water or steam as the heating 
medium and requires only piping, 
whereas dry heat employs hot air 
and special ductwork. You should 
know that while wet heat is adapt- 
able to any size or type of building, 
dry heat may run into structural 
limitations. 


Wet heat may be distributed into 


the rooms through convectors or 
cast-iron radiators. Convectora are 
streamlined, self-contained heating 
units which have smooth surfaces 
to blend with modern interior de- 
sign. They are considerably lighter 
than the old-style radiators and for 
equivalent heating capacity are 
•mailer. 
„ 


In addition, convectors, because 


their heating elements are copper 
or aluminum, respond more quick- 
ly to temperature demands of a 
thermostatic system and also stop, 
without over-run, when desired 
room warmth is attained. 


Convectors are made in shapes 


and sizes to fit virtually any heat- 
ing or decoration need.- They may 
be recessed completely or partially 
in the wall, or installed as free- 
standing units with back 
flush 


against the wall. Fully recessed, 
convectors require practically no 
floor space; with back flush, they 
extend only a few inches into the 
room. 
Thus, they economize on 


space, make versatile room ar- 
rangement possible because the 
convector surface never becomes 
hot enough to damage furniture. 
Convectors may be painted to 
match or contrast w^th room deco- 
ration.

Bent Panels 
Give Projects 
Novel Look 


The horn* craftsman, anxious to 


achieve novel or "different" effects 
in his projects, is wise to consider 
curved surfaces. Their use not only 
is attractive, but the curves con 
siderably increase the strength of 
the material. 


A common material, widely used 


for home built-ins and home re 
modeling, ia especially suited to 
bending. This is hardboard, avail- 
able in a large number of sizes and 
thicknesses at lumber yards. 


The commonest and easiest bend 


to make with hardboard panels is 
called a cold dry bend. Used with 
framing supports, the installation 
requires no special preparation 
You simply start at one end and 
permanently fasten the panel aa it 
is wrapped around the form. 


Depending on the type and thick- 


ness of the board, bends made the 
,"cold dry" method may have a 
radius as small as 10 inches. A 
radius that small may be achieved 
with standard hardboard }»" thick 
bent with the smooth surface in. 
By increasing the moisture content 
of the identical material, you can 
get a bend as small as a 5" radius. 


Here are directions for creating 


"cold 'moist bends:" 


Submerge the portion of board 


to be bent in water not exceeding 
100 degrees F. for a minimum 01 
40 minutes. Stack boards after dip 
ping to equalize moisture. If the 
board is to retain its natural finish 
or if a vat is not convenient, scrub 
water into the screen or back and 
stack face sides together in pairs 
separating each pair with wet rags 
or newspapers. Cover the stack to 
reduce evaporation and allow it to 
stand for 24 to 72 hours, depend 
ing on the grade and thickness. 


Some items with curved surfaces 


readily made with Masonite hard 
board are a semi-circular clothes 
hamper or waste basket, enclosur 
of an old-fashioned bathtub, curved 
ceiling, portable snack bar. hea 
deflector, or a spacious mailbox

Toll Road 
Commission 
Tells Hopes 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (/P>— Mem- 


bers of the Illinois toll road com- 
mission are hopeful that toll super- 
highways will crisscross the state 
in the near future. 


Evan Howell, chairman of the 


commission, expressed the hope at 
a news conference Friday. 


"Illinois right now is a regular 


island in these plains," Howell 
said. "But Illinois is in a very 
strategic position as far as toll 
roads are concerned. It is a large 
state and has a tremendous amount 
of traffic that lends itself to toll 
roads." 


Howell said in addition to the 


Chicago area, there are other re- 
gions which could support 
toll 


roads. The possibility of one run- 
ning from Indiana across Southern 
Illinois in~to the St. Louis area, 
another through Rock Island-Mo- 
line connecting with Iowa and a 
third coming down from Wiscon- 
sin through Rockford, was men- 
tioned by the chairman. 


Howell said traffic studies will 


be needed before any definite plans 
can be made. He said the com- 
mission will try to steer clear of 
cities in constructing the roads, 
and it will consider what neighbor- 
ing states are proposing in super- 
highways. 


The commission is empowered to 


issue bonds for building toll roads. 
It was created by the 1953 legisla- 
ture.

With 'Status Quo-Itis' 


There seems to be a growing mental affliction among 


people today Sat might & described as I'status quoit«. 
Fhe symptoms of this ailment are often varied, but they boil 
down to a desire to leave things as they are.

In any given field, many people may recognize that ex- 


isting conditions are not good and new solutions are ne,ded 
But when the test is had and a change comes of the new and 
untried, and to find a sudden, strange comfort in things that 
are inadequate but familiar. 


Let's illustrate:

Large numbers of farmers realize that the present sys- 


tem of farm price supports has serious weaknesses. A lot 
of them will declare a change is necessary. But when Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson gives positive expression to their 
own doubts, they suspect he means to undermine them. And 
they act as if they want price supports maintained until 
2100 A. D. 
9 


Among the millions of Western Europeans who evidently 
„„ sincere in their belief some kind of peace pact with Rus- 
sia is possible, one could find countless sensitive individuals 
who understand the sad plight of freedom-loving folk caught 
behind the Iron Curtain. 
Yet seasoned observers indicate that great numbers of 


these would settle for a pact that recognizes the "status quo" 
in Eastern Europe, in effect freezing these unfortunates in 
Communist slavery for an indefinite time. Any suggestion 
of a program that looks ahead toward their freedom is feared 
as a provocation to war. 


• It is painful to say, but there were even men at home 


and abroad who feared the dislocations that would follow a 
truce in Korea and hence privately preferred the status quo 
of a continuing stalemated war.

In this country, too. Secretary of the,Treasury Hum- 


phrey encountered the malady when he boldly altered the 
U. S. monetary policy early this year. He had the idea the 
long-established "easy-money" policy of the government con- 
tributed to inflation and fostered bad management of the 
national debt. But before the new plan had barely been in- 
troduced, clamor arose in many quarters for a quick return 
to the old—admittedly inadequate—way of doing. 


Everyone knows motor traffic is a colossal headache 


to the big cities, and the experts say that for some the only 
solution is to keep the larger vehicles like buses and trucks 
out of city centers during the heaviest traffic hours. If you 
want to hear the hornets buzz in protest, just propose that 
for a city like New York. Better to stand in long lines of 
cars, inhaling gas fumes and getting nowhere, than take a 
chance oft some new plan. 


And so it goes, in many countries, in many phases of 


life today. People appear to be losing their capacity for 
dealing with the unfamiliar. It might be better, but, then 
it might be worse, 'too.

Abraham Lincoln continues to make news 88 years 


after his death. Each year records a number of stories 
about the only man the American people have taken into 
their hearts as a folk pod. 


ThU week _ Associated I'rcMN reported from 


Springfield: "George, Cashman, ciiNtodian of Abra- 
ham Lincoln'* tomb, lint* H» the most common 
question of the. thnmtandK of annual visitor*: 'In 
Lincoln really burled here'." 


"The answer IK yen. 
Lincoln'* body IN In a 


hermetically nealeil casket enclosed In a 27-ton 
concrete vault ten fee.t below tlie tomb's floor." 
The question Is one of long standing, and for years 


visitors have received the same answer. 
But each year 


the question arises again. Lloyd Lewis 
in his book, "Myths After Lincoln," 
nays the question may grow out of a 


. . suspicion, this dread, perhaps 


this hope, that the hero's tomb was 
empty," and the legend that there was 
something mysterious about the tomb 
of Lincoln.

After his funeral 
In Springfield, the assassinated 


president's body was laid to rest In the receiving-vault 
of Oak Ridge cemetery with the bodies of his two small 
sons. 
Springfield residents soon planned a monumental 


tomb near the business area, but Mrs. Lincoln refused 
to allow removal of the body from Oak Rldjjc and the 
citl/.ens had to content themselves with building the mon- 
ument In the cemetery. 


On December 21, 1C65, a temporary vault was ready. 


Six old friends opened th* casket to see that the body 
was safe, and It was entombed. 


By Sept. ID, 1871, th« permanent vault had reached 


a stage of construction to allow the body to be moved 
into It. The. same six friends again checked to sec the 
body was safe, and It was placed in a crypt with the 
bodies of his three sons (Tad had died two months earlier 
in Chicago). 


Threo years passed, and finally tho martyr's body 


was placed In a marble sarcophagus. It seemed in 1874 
that entombment would be permanent. 


Two years later the nut Ion was shocked lo 


hear of a plot to steal the corpse. 
A group of 


men* had entered the tomb anit taken the casket 
half-way from the sarcophagus before, being fright- 
ened away by a number of authorities who had 
heard of the scheme and were determined to stop 
It. 
The first report* drew Democratic, charged

Still Lincoln could not rest. The casket was replaced 


after the attempted theft, but the custodian of the tomb 
could not sleep for fear another try would be made. A 
few days later, he and members of the National Lincoln 
Monument Association removed the casket and placed it 
in an unfinished cavern in the tomb. It stayed under a 
pile of lumber for two years. Then it was buried in the 
dirt floor of the cavern. 


In 1882 Lincoln's wife died, and her body was placed 


In its crypt. But on orders from her son, Robert, she 
was secretly buried in the same cavern next to her 
husband. 


All was quiet until 1887 when a brick and mortar 


tomb in the monument was completed. The caskets were 
removed from their shallow graves and again entombed. 
Exactly 22 years had passed since Lincoln's assassination 
when the casket was reopened and 18 persons who had 
known him identified the body. 


Thirteen years later, the monument was found to be 


settling, and it was decided to rebuild it. Again the bod- 
ies were removed and placed In a temporary vault until 
1901. 
Before the wandering corpse was replaced in the 


monument, thirty people again identified the body.

Lewis' book is dated 1929, and he could not foresee 


that in 1930 the body would again be disturbed. In that 
year the monument was dismantled and rebuilt a second 
time. 


With the stories, whispers and suspicions that grow 


from such a history, it's small wonder that the question 
still is heard, "Is Lincoln really buried here?"

The Big Lift

"There It goes!" came the cry from the jubilant 


crowd. 
It was slowly rising. 
Higher and higher it 


climbed until a current of wind caught it. "Crazy" or 
"Daredevil" Ray was making another balloon ascension 
at the Ogle County Fair. Ray went up with a large can- 
vas treated balloon, attached to which was a parachute 
with a trapeze under it. 


First the balloon was placed on a large wooden frame 


for support and then staked down. 
It was inflated with 


heated air and gases rising from a fire that burned in a 


hole beneath the balloon. All morning long the fire was 
kept going and people stood around to watch as the can- 
vas swelled and puffed into shape. By afternoon the bal- 
loon was filled and the rider climbed onto the trapeze. 
The guy ropes were cut and he was off on his perilous 
ride. 
One time, the late Pius Springer was standing so 


close that his foot got tangled in one of the guy ropes. He 
was carried several feet into the air before he managed 
to get loose and drop to the ground. 


On some ascensions Ray did acrobatics on the trap- 


eze. If the day were calm, the balloon would rise quite 
straight; but on a windy day the rider was carried far 
away from the fair grounds. As the heated gases cooled 
and escaped from the balloon and It began to settle, Ray 
freed himself and floated down with the parachute. Some- 
times he landed in the trees or in the Rock River. On 
his last ascension Ray came down on a concrete highway 
and broke both legs. 
This tragedy ended the balloon 


exhibitions at the Ogle County Fair.

Hints by June Pilgrim 
For Thanksgiving Dinner 


By JUNE PILGRIM, Home Advber 


When selecting your stuffing for that Thanksgiving turk«y, keep 


it mild. Herbs that have a delicate flavor go better with the meat of 
turkey or chicken. Savory, tarragon and marjoram are very suitable 
Use about one teaspoon of the herb, or a combina- 
tion of them, to each quart of bread crumbs. 


Sago is much atronger In flavor—thus If used 


with turkey and chicken it should be used in very 
small amounts. Sage is generally a little better 
when used with stronger flavored poultry, such as 
goose. 


If you find that it is hard to secure the indi- 


vidual herbs such as savory, marjoram, tarragon, 
etc.. choose a poultry seasoning that contains a 
small amount of each herb. 


Here's a savory 
stuffing recommended for 


chicken or turkey: 


cup butter—or other fat. 


2 cups chopped celery 
*a cup chopped parsley

This makes enough stuffing for a 10-12-pound turkey.

Mix It lightly, but thoroughly 


(toss or fold rather than stir). Pile 
into bird lightly; never pack be- 
cause stuffing swells as it cooks. 
Stuffing also takes up juices from 
the poultry, so even i/ you like it 
moist, go easy on adding liquid 
in advance.

To insure that your turkey or 


other bird will have juicy, tender 
meat portions that are evenly done, 
your first rule to follow is mod- 
crate heat. 
Temperatures range 


f i om 250 to 350 degrees—depending 
upon the weight of the bird. The 
heavier the fowl, the lower the de- 
gree of oven temperature, so heat 
gets down to the bone evenly. A 
6-9 pound turkey is best if roasted 
nt an oven temperature of 325 de- 
grees, while a 14 pound bird should 
bo rousted at 300 degrees. 


The bigger the bird the longer 


the cooking time, of course, but 
this retains juices and flavors and 
gives the homcmaker more meat 
to serve. Roast the bird in a shal- 
low uncovered pan without added 
water. A shallow pan allows heat 
to 
circulate 
around 
the 
bird, 


roasting it evenly. 
A rack Is 


needed (there arc splendid ones on 
the market now). It Is needed to' 
ralso the bird off the bottom of 
the pan to keep it from sticking. 
The nick also allows heat to cir- 
culate under the bird.

A Note of Warning! 


Don't stuff your Thanksgiving 


fowl the night before. If you want 
to do some-things ahead of time, 
make the stuffing and store it sep- 
arately. 
Research shows us that 


pre-stufflng has too many dan* 
gers of food poisoning. 


It's not a good prcatice to partly 


roast a large bird one day. leave 
it out of the refrigerator overnight 
and finish cooking the next day. 
This will promote the growth of 
harmful bacteria, too. 
It's bad business to test fowl with 
a fork to see whether or not it is 
done. This lets the juices out. A 
much better way to test for done- 
ness is to move the drumstick with 
your fingers. 
When the 
joints 


break or move easily, the bird is 
cooked. 


Plan to have your fowl finish 


cooking about 30 minutes ahead of 
serving time. It will be easier to 
carve and will give you time to 
remove the skewers and string 
used for trussing.

you time to make the fine, smooth" 
gravy you should always serve.

ICC Okays 
Catalogue 
Elate Hike 


WASHINGTON (JB— The Inter- 
late Commerce Commission today 
authorized increases in the parcel 
K>st rates on catalogues, similar 
Tinted advertising matter and con- 
trolled circulation publications. 


The advances in the catalogue 


and advertising matter group will 
amount to about 17 per cent. The 
rate on controlled circulation pub- 
ications will be hiked about 10 
per cent. 


The latter publications are prin< 


cipally trade and technical publi- 
cations circulated without a sub 
scription 
charge to specialized 


groups. 


The IOC earlier this year au- 


thorized a 36 per cent increase in 
parcel post rates generally, but at 
.hat time reserved a decision on 
the catalogue and controlled cir- 
culation groups. 


The general increases, adding 


about 153 million dollars a year to 
parcel post charges, went into ef- 
fect Oct. 1. 


The additional rate hikes in the 


specialized groups-are designed to 
add another 3}» million dollars 
year to postal revenues—3 million 
irom the catalogue and advertising 
matter group and about half a mil 
lion from the controlled circulation 
publications. 


The effective«date of the new 


charges was left to the discretion 
of the postmaster general. 


The higher parcel post charges 


were proposed by the outgoing 
Democratic 
administration 
and 


adopted by the new administration 
in an effort to reduce the large 
postal deficit. The ICC specifically 
found that package mail was being 
handled at substantial losses.

Keep Kids Busy With Christmas Activities to 
Help Ease Mounting Holiday Excitement

Christmas comes early In homes 


where the kids are old enough to 
anticipate 
all 
the 
eye-popping 


splendor of the occasion. 


We begin to hear about Santa 


before Thanksgiving, and the ex- 
citement builds up until we're all 
about ready to explode. To take 
some of the tension off and to get 
into the spirit of the holiday your- 
self, let the children help with pre- 
liminaries geared to their ages and 
skills. 


There are lots of things kids can 


make and do for Christmas. A 
book just published and ready for 
the market is full of simple ideas 
and materials for making paper 
chains, a 
jolly balloon 
Santa, 


Christmas cards, ornaments, the 


Nativity scene and BO on. 


All a child needs is scissors and 


a roll of tape or a paste pot to turn 
out any of several decorations. 
Your own childhood pleasures will 
suggest other simple activities. 


We usually get a very small tree 


early just for the children and it's 
decorated to the hilt several times. 
Colorful paper chains made from 
four-inch, strips of bright paper 
looped into circles and pastel or 
taped to form the links are easy to 
make. So 'are the old-fashioned 
cranberry ' c h a i n s or popcorn 
strings threaded with big needles' 
on stout thread. 


Ornaments 
to dangle on the 


branches can be made by pasting 
pretty pictures or colored , paper 
scraps on cardboard. Cut them out, 


punch a hole for thread to hang 
them up. Heavy aluminum foil 
borrowed from the kitchen and cut 
into star shapes or taped into cones 
makes dazzling and unbreakable 
ornaments. 


An idea I got from the new 


book takes two or three sticks of 
gum with 
x paper 
wrappers re- 


moved. The silver-foil sticks are 
taped together in triangles with a 
tape loop for hanging. Of course, 
my problem is how to keep the 
gum out of little mouths long 
enough to make the doodads. 


A jolly, bouncy Santa Clause 


takes a red balloon and a piece 
of card board. If you don't have 
a picture of a Santa head to cut 
out. you can make a rough approx- 
imation with red crayons on white 


paper. 


Cut out the cardboard In th« 


shape of big feet. Punch a hole in 
it and cut a narrow slot. Blow up 
the balloon, pull the neck down 
through the hole, twist It tight and 
anchor it in the slot. Tape the head 
on top. 


If you want to put yourself in 


solid with the kindergarten set, 
plan a rainy-day session baking 
gingerbread men. A neighbor gav« 
me a set of small cookie cutters in 
tree, reindeer, Santa and ginger- 
bread-men shapes. 


I roll the dough thin and let the 


kids cut and decorate their own. 
Bowls of raisins, slivers of dried 
apricots and frosting (made large- 
ly from powdered skim milk, a lit- 
tle sugar and milk) spurs the deco- 
rative talents.
